Privacy waivers must be directed specifically to the FBI, and they must be notarized or include a 
certification of identity. 

You may submit an appeal from any denial contained herein by writing to the Co-Director, Office 
of Information and Privacy, Department of Justice, Suite 570, Flag Building, Washington, D.C. 20530, 
within 60 days from receipt of this letter. The envelope and letter should be clearly marked "Freedom of 
Information Appeal" and the FOIA request number should be cited in the letter.
